The climate 


is very pleasant in summer and the fall; 
the winters are cold, though not so severe 
as on the mainland, but they are protracted 
far into the spring, through tlie chilling 
influence of the great mass of Baffin's 
bay ice that comes down the coast about 
the month of March. For that reason, 
and because the extent of good land is 
limited, and also on account of the prox- 
imity of Prince Edward's Island and the 
mainland, where both soil and climate are 
better suited to the cultivation of crops. 
Newfoundland will never be much of aii 
agricultural country. It has great mine- 
ral riches, chiefly consisting of copper, 
which as yet are only partially developed, 
but the true source of its wealth and cause 
of its prosperity is, and always will be, 
tho sea. 
There is a farm which needs no 


cultivation, a mine which never "peters 
out." The hardy Newfoundland fisher- 
man pursues his calling not only among 
his native bays, but also along the coast 
of the Labrador as far north as the en- 
trance into Hudson's Straits; and yet, in 
spite of all his industry and tlie inexhaus- 
tible riches of the sea, he leads a poor, 
and too often a miserable life. 
He is 


generally deeply in debt to the nearest 
storekeeper, and he is compelled to look 
on while others reap the harvest drawn 
from what he, perhaps not unnaturally, 
considers his own seas.

—John I. Mitchell was born in Tioga 


county, Pa., July 28, 1838, and is in his 
forty-second jear. His parents 
were 


from Connecticut* and his father was a 
prosperous farmer. 
He worked on a 


farm until he was eighteen years old, 
getting only a common school instruction. 
He then took a two years' course at a 
seminary at Lewisburg, Union county, 
where he was a classmate of Charles S. 
Wolfe, member of the Legislature, and 
Benjamin L. Hewitt, Speaker of the State 
Assembly. 
Mitchell taught school for 


several years, i eading law in the mean- 
time, and in 1^62 volunteered for service 
in the Union army. He received a lieu- 
tenant's commission in the 130th Penn- 
sylvania volunteer infantry, served two 
years and rose to the rank of captain. 
The regiment« as commanded by Colonel 
Thomas M. Baync, of Pittsburg, now the 
colleague of Mitchell in the House of 
Representatives and the late Senatorial 
candidate ofthc Independents. In 1864 
Mitchell was admitted to the bar of Tioga 
county. 
He was elected District Attor- 


ney in 1868 and served in that office three 
years. For on< year he edited the Agita- 
tor, a weekly paper, published at Wells- 
boro, the county seat of Tioga. In 1871 
he was elected to the Legislature. He 
was twice re-elected and served five years, 
being Chairman of the General, Judiciary 
and Ways and Means committees. 
In 


1876 he was nominated for Congress, and 
elected by a handsome majority. Heat 
once took rank in Congress as a hard 
worker and a man of unusual ability, 
though not distinguished for prominence 
in debate. He was re-elected in 1878, 
and in 1880 declined a renomination. 


Mr. Mitchell is a man of accurate 


scholarship, extensive reading and fine 
legal talent. H e has been ten years in 
politics and is poor. It is no secret that 
his refusal to run again for Congress last 
fall was due to a desire to build up his 
law practice. He is six feet in height 
and of magnificent physique, a pure Saxon 
type, and will b<; the handsomest man in 
the Senate. 


duct of our local dairies. A little was 
made for home use, but hardly any to sell; 
the amount was, at least, quite insigifi- 
cant. There was, perhaps, not enough 
made in a county in a whole year to load 
a single freight car. Our dear grand- 
mothers would have considered them- 
selves scandalized if they had been asked 
to make skimmed cheese. It would have 
been difficult to persuade them that it 
would be fit to cut when made. 
Butter 


was worth more in the market than cheese 
that could be mado from milk. 
Butter 


was accordingly made, and the cheese, 
what there was in the skimmed milk, went 
to the calves, poultry and pigs. 


Our local market for butter was equal 


to the expectations of our dairy people, 
and was considered good enough. They 
gave themselves no trouble in seeking out 
new profits from the milk. 
But the dai- 


rymen of Vermont and Central New York 
had not an equally good and ready mar- 
ket practically at their door for the but- 
ter they made. 
They could not attend 


market every week and sell their butter 
at retail, as we could, but were obliged to 
consign their goods to commission mer- 
chants in Boston or New York and take 
what they could get in the way of returns. 
This was unsatisfactory, and the teeming 
brains of the Yankees were put to work 
to devise new ways to realize better re- 
turns from their labor and their lands. It 
was apparent that dairying the old-fash- 
ioned way was not sufficiently remunera- 
tive. 
Cheese factories were s'arted first 


in Vermont, and soon afterward in New 
York. 
A market was found at home 


which absorbed the crop for several years. 
But the output increased rapidly, and a 
market was sought in Europe, and par- 
ticularly in England. 
In time a large de- 


mand was created for American cheese, 
and the shipments for the past six years 
have been something enormous. 
This 


trade was mainly built up by the dairy- 
men of Central New York, whose head- 
quarters are at Utica and Little Falls. 
They were, of course, assisted by the pro- 
duce merchants of Boston and New York. 
Between them they have cultivated a 
European market for American dairy 
goods that very few men would have fore- 
seen ten years ago. 
This grew naturally 


out of the want of success in grain hus- 
bandry in the Middle States, caused by 
Western competition. The result is a 
letter market for dairy goods and a more 
irofitable one than was open to our ferm- 
rs twenty-five years ago for grain. Large 


quantities of both cheese and butter are 
shipped from our North Atlantic ports 
every week to our friends on the other 
side, and at prices that realize the dairy- 
nen a good return for their goods. 


The creamery, which is an establish- 


nent for the manufacturing both butter 
and cheese from the same milk, is a logi- 
cal outgrowth of the demand for dairy- 
goods and the inventive genius of the peo- 
ile. The cheese factory preceded our 
'Utter factory. 
Each of these worked 


he milk either ibr the cheese or butter, 
ut neither of them both. The creamery 
s the natural carollary to the butter fac- 
ory. The large quantities of skimmed 
nilk at the butter factory could not be 
cry profitably utilized until skimmed 
hcese suggested itself. The market for 
liis kind of cheese was too tempting a 
hing for the frugal Yankee to neglect. 
Ic put his inventive faculties to work 
ut he might take advantage of nnd util- 
ze this market. 


The result is an apparatus which utilizes 


:ie milk to the best advantage, and is 
s called a creamery, and may be seen in 
ome of its forms in almost any township 
i several counties in our corner of the 


or immediate contemplation, the projec- 
tors awaiting only for suitiblo weather to 
begin operations. 


The majority of the concerns built or 


projected are of a capacity of 10,000 i 
pounds a day; that is, they work up that i 
much milk each day if they run to their ! 


capacity. 
About 000 cans ars required | 


to furnish that much milk daily all the 
j 


time. Some of the creameries have a i 
greater capacity and can handle 15,000 
pounds of miik daily. The smaller one 
is the more popular so far, as it costs less 
money and meets the demands of most i 
neighborhoods. 
In most districts within 


easy and convenient reach of a creamery 
not much more than 600 cows are found. 
In some neighborhoods there are more 
cows than in others, and where cows are 
numerous in a given district the large 
creameries are established. The milk 
delivered at the creamery every morning 
rain or shine, drifts or no drifts, and tw 
or three miles is as far as the produce 
cares to haul his milk for delivery. 


To build and equip a 10,000 poun 


creamery, with ice-house and all neces- 
sary fixtures, costs close to $0,000. 
15,000 pounds one costs about $8,000 
The smaller one requires three men to ru 
it when running full. 
The larger one re 


quires an additional hand. Runnin 
penses vary somewhat, owing to abilit 
and skill exercised in the managemen 
The daily expenses attending the opera 
ting of a 10,000 pounds establishment i 
close to $10, and the larger one costs tw 
or three dollars more per day. 
These fig 


ures include all necessary expense of man 
ufacture in labor, coal, salt, packages, et 
Each creamery requires the work of tw 
skilled workmen—one a buttermaker, th 
other a cheesemaker. So far all thes 
skilled operatives have been importe 
from the New York dairy districts. Ou 
native dairymen could manage the but 
ter-making well enough, but they know 
nothing about cheese making, which th 
skilled operatives invest with a good dc: 
of mystery and claim that it is a high art 
Whether it is so difficult an art as is rep 
resented or not, our people will have t 
learn it from the rudiments upwarc 
Whether there is sufficient inducement i 
the wages paid to the factory men t 
make it an object fov a capable man t 
learn the business remains to be seen. 


There is mare than 1150,000 investec 


in creameries already in Backs County 
and nearly all of it within a year. When 
all the creameries needed are built th 
investment will be not for $300,000 
This seems like an immense sum for on 
county, but the dairy business, is an im 
mense one here and is equally great it 
Montgomery, Berks, Chester, and nearly 
as great in several others. 


The Bucks County creameries are mak 


ing about six hundred and fifty tons o 
butter and two thousand tons of cheesi 
per annum, or at that rate, as but few o: 
them have been in operation for a whole 
year. These are estimates, but they wil 
be fully verified by the statistics when 
they can be had. 
Some idea of the im- 


portance of the dairy interest in South- 
eastern Pennsylvania may be gatherec 
from this estimate when it is known that 
the creameries do not handle more than 
half the milk produced in our county. 
This county is one of four or five in our 
part of the State especially devoted to 
dairying. Berks County has more cows 
than Bucks, so have Montgomery and 
Chester, while Delaware and the rural 
districts of the city have not so many, but 
there are a great many cows kept within 
ten or twelve miles of Broad and Market 
Streets. 
Much milk produced in the im- 


medirte vicinity of the city and along the 
lines of the railways is consumed in the 
city without any manufacture, if we ex- 
cept that of adulteration. 


Large as the aggregate production of 


milk within fifty miles of the city is, it 
will be materially increased if the market 
for dairy goods keeps as good as it has 
been for the past few years and is at pres- 
ent. 
There is a genaral as well as a lo- 


cal scarcity of dairy cows, and the in- 
crease of milk production will be slow, 
but it will be sure 
The creamery has 


opened up new possibilities to our dairy- 
men. 
Croakers are predicting the col- 


lapse of the creamery business, but it 
looks now as if the bottom must fall out 
of the dairy goods market before the col- 
lapse can come.

State. We cannot trace the development 
of the improvements of dairy apparatus 
here, for there was not a ereamery estab- 
lished in this State until the latest inf- 
provements were introduced into the sys- 
tem. True, one or two minor points for 
the application of the invention have been 
patented by Bucks County men, but no 
new important discovery has been made 
by our people. In Central New York one 
can follow the development of the dairy- 
apparatus system step by step through all 
their changes from the earliest and rudest 
forms to the latest and most efficient in- 
ventions. Such a study is instructive as 
well as interesting, because there is scarce- 
ly another highly productive industry 
which is so new and can be so easily 
traced from its germ to its full develop- 
ment. 


The creamery movement was intro- 


duced into our county about a year and a 
half ago at Quakertown, where a cream- 
ery was put into operation in August, 
1879. It was at first looked upon as an 
innovation of doubtful value, even if it 
should succeed. 
Many predicted its fail- 


ure and did not believe associated dairy- 
ing could be successfully introduced here. 
Innovation, as it was, it proved to be j 
something more, and is now regarded as 
a revelation. 
There are at this time 


twenty-six creameries in operation in 


course, possible, but the present outlook 
shows no sign of a glutted dairy goods 
market.

ligence from Quakertown : Philip Kra- 
mer and wife, an aged German couple, 
have been living for some tinis in a small, 
miserable hovel, in filth and poverty, in a 
place called "The Eocks," a benighted 
region some three miles from this place. 
Neighbors have frequently taken them 
food and would gladly have done more for 
them; but owing to the violent temper 
of the old man, who had beaten his wife 
with his fists and thongs with iron rings, 
they were afraid to go near them or say 
anything to the authorities about them. 
The old woman had been suffering with 
illness for some time, and after lying in 
her miserable couch of filth and vermin 
about two weeks, died. In that time, it 
is said, very little food had been taken by 
her, and there was very little fire in the 
stove, and then only when a little cooking 
was done, owing to the scarcity- of food 
and fuel. During the cold weather this 
winter they were nearly frozen and had to 
go to bed often to keep warm, and were 
in a starving co ndition all winter. An 
inquest was held upon the body at the 
suggestion of neighbors, who feared foul 
play, but the jury decided from the evi- 
dence that death resulted from natural 
causes, hastened by neglect and exposure. 
The case is more distressing because at 
the very time she was living this miserable 
existence there was a legacy awaiting her 
in Germany of nearly $10,000, which 
would have been sent long ago, and which

never stin ing, in a little porcelain-lined 
kettle. 1'uta little of the syrup into a 
saucer »f told water to sec if it is hard 
and brittle 
If so, pour all the syrup into 


a small dish and set it in a pan of boiling 
water to keep it liquid. Dip into it cher- 
ries, grapi s, cherry currants, slices of 
citron, or .my other fruit, coat them thor- 
oughly with the syrup and place thorn on 
a buttereil paper or dish to harden the 
glace. 
Oianges are very nice divided 


into their natural sections, impaled on n 
skewer anil thus iced 
Any fruit which 


has riot a stem should be dipped into the 
hot syrup l>y means of a skewer in order 
to save the fingers and coat the fruit thor- 
oughly. 
iNeat slices of lipe peaches are 


good thus iced , and so nrc walnuts. This 
makes a pretty and cheap dessert.

DIPHTHERIA AND* SOAELET FEVEB. 


The following extract from a circular 


issued by Dr James Crane of the Brook- 
lyn Health Department has important 
suggestions which arc equally applicable 
to city and country wherever these con- 
tagious diseases exist 


Diphtheria and scarlet fever are highly 


contagious diseases, attacking persons of 
all ages. They may be contracted 
from 


persons that are already affected, from 
the clothes they have worn, and from 
everything which has been in the room 
with them 
Even the walls of the room 


may infect persons coming into it after 
the patient has recovered unless the poi- 
son is destroyed. In order to prevent 
their spre td in a family or house where 
they exist, and to promote the recovery 
of the persons attacked, the following 
simple mi asures should be conscientiously 
and rigidK carried out, thereby prevent- 
ing much suffering and swing human life 
An upper, sunny room, provided, if pos- 
sible, with an open fireplace and «ith no 
other children on the same floor, should 
be arranged for the patient by removing 
everything from it which can possibly be 
spared, snoh as books, clothing and win- 
dow curt tins, remembering that when 
once the patient has entered the room 
nothing cna with safety be removed until 
disinfected or fumigated. One or tno 
adults should take the entire charge of 
the patient, under no circumstances com- 
ing in contact with other persons, more 
especially children. 
Open windows and 


open fireplaces with fire in them day and 
night, avoiding draughts and chilly air, 
protect the sick and those who nurse 
them. Nothing should be removed from 
the room when the patient has once en- 
tered it until it has been thoroughly dis- 
infected ui fumigated. 


Procure from a drug store one pound 


of sulphate of zinc, the price should not 
exceed thirty cents. Put into an ordinary 
water-pail eight tablespoonfuls of sulphate 
of zinc and four of common salt, and to 
this add one gallon of boiling water. 
This dininl'ecling solution is to be kept in 
the rooiu, and into it should be placed 
and kept for one hour every article of 
soiled clothing, bedding, handkerchiefs, 
etc. 
When they are removed from this 


they should be put into boiling water be- 
fore washed. The dishes and spoons used 
by the patient should be ptit into boiling 
W.AMT before they are permitted to leave 
th&room. Remember that every article 
which is in the room can convey the dis- 
ease, and that nothing should go from it 
tmtil the poison which it might carry is 
destroyed 


See that the whole house from cellar to 


attic is clean. Keep the cellar dry, well 
ventilated and well whitewashed, never 
allow, even for a day, garbage or other 
filth to be kept in it. Open the windows 
of sleeping-rooms every day for as long a 
time as possible, fresh air being an excel- 
lent disinfectant.
